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Rabbi at Sing Sing Looks Forward 
To Losing Congregation Members 


LONDON (P-0)—An Ameri- 
can rabbi who has spent a con- 
siderable amount of time behind 
bars at Sing Sing prison the past 
11 years said he is not “worried 
about a small congregation.” 

He is Rabbi Irving Koslowe, 
40-year-old graduate of Yeshiva 
university, and spiritual leader 
of the Westchester County Jew- 
ish center (650 families) and of 
whatever Jewish congregation 
there may be at any time behind 
the high walls of Sing Sing. 

PRESENTLY HIS congrega- 
tion at Sing Sing, one of the 12 
“maximum security prisons” in 
the United States numbers 55, 
many fewer than in previous 
years. But Rabbi Koslowe is not 
overly worried. “It is the only 
place where the rabbi does not 
mind losing members,” he said. 

Rabbi Koslowe has been the 
Jewish Chaplain at Sing Sing 
since 1949, the London Jewish 
Chronicle reported. He is one of 
about 50 rabbis who hold similar 
positions in U. S. prisons, They 
are all part time chaplains, since 
the regulations provide for a full 
time appointment only if at least 
850 adherents of a denomination 
can be mustered in one Prison at 
one time. 

ALL JEWISH prison chaplains 
are organized in a national coun. 
cil. 

“In Sing Sing the percentage 
of Jewish convicts is about two 
or two and a half,” Rabbi Kos- 
lowe told the London Jewish 
Chronicle. And that is about the 
general average of convicted 
Jewish criminals in the U. S. 

“The Jewish contribution” to 
Sing Sing is on the decrease. 
During the years 1944-51 the 
number of Jewish inmates had 
been 120 and over. In 1953 it had 
fallen to 60. As to the nature of 
Crimes for which Jews have been 
Convicted, Rabbi Koslowe said 
they seem to “run the whole 
gamut,” although first degree 
murder cases were seldom among 
them. 

If a Jew is convicted and sent 
to the electric chair in Sing Sing, 
it is Rabbi Koslowe’s painful 
duty to be present at the execu- 
tion.

The 
operating budget encompasses all 
the expenses for the personnel, 
the program and the building. 


THOSE congregations that try 
to meet their total operating bud- 
get from membership dues will 
then proceed to divide the re- 
quired sum by the number of 
family-memberships they antici- 
pate during the congregational 
year. The result of this long di- 
vision problem will give the syn- 
agogue board the average mem- 
bership payment needed from 
each family to meet the syna- 
gogue program. 


If the congregation is a viable 
one from an economic stand- 
point (meaning that its member- 
ship is drawn from a broad in- 
come spectrum ranging from 
average middle-income to the af- 
fluent) the Finance Committee 
must then procede to analyze the 
bulk of its membership. They 
will ask such questions as, “How 
many members will be able and 
willing to meet the average pay- 
ment required? How many mem- 
bers will not be able or will be 
unwilling at this time to pay 
the average? And, what brackets 
of membership dues payments 





must we create in order to In- 
sure that the synagogue’s bud- 
get is taken care of?” 


STATISTICS gathered by the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations in its second Congre- 
gational Eurvey (1958-59) indi- 
cate that the typical synagogue 
requires a membership payment 
of $147.70 to meet its operating 
budget. Thus, many congrega- 
tions which have established a 
graduated dues schedule have 
used $150 as the average. From 
that point they have gone up 
and down in brackets of $25. In 
turn, income brackets usually ad- 
vance by $1,000 up to the $10,900 
bracket and then proceed to ad- 
vance by $5,000. Dues and _ in- 
come brackets are geared so as 
to assure an adequate income 
and at the same time reflect to 
the greatest degree possible the 
principle of ability-to-pay. 


Those who are acquinted with 
the methods utilized by the 
church to finance their programs 
are aware that there has been 
some action and a great deal of 
discussion about the tithe. It is 
not inconcievable that the syna- 
gogue will at some future date 
begin to consider the biblical 
word in financing its program.

HIGH HOLIDAY PRAYER

TEL AVIV (P-O)—It was ui) 
evitable. Israel’s first golf course 
opens this week. 

The course was built at Caes- 
area in a beautiful seacoast area 
overlooking the Mediterrean Sea. 
The 18-hole course will be part 
of a top-flight recreation center 
peing established at Caesarea for 
fun-loving tourists. 

The Club has at present 285 
Israeli members. In addition, the 
Club has on its books about 1,000 
members in America under its 
group membership plan whereby 
entire American clubs become af- 
filiated. 


THE THINKING behind the 
erection of the golf course and 
other tourist facilities at Caesarea 
is that Israel must be prepared 
to service the tourist industry 
on new terms. That is, the Jeru- 
salem Post commented, attrac- 
tions must be provided for a new 
breed of visitor. Many tourists 
see Israel only through the rose- 
colored glasses of Zionism. How- 
ever, there are those tourists 
who also expect a relaxing and 
interesting holiday and _ don’t 
wish to spend all their time going 
around Israel and seeing the 
sights of “Exodus” first-hand. 





Until now, Caesarea Golf Club) 
president, Herschell Benjamin | 
said, many tourists have come 
to Israel for a few days, seen |

THE GOLF course was a life- 
long dream of the late James A. 
de Rothschild. He had long held 
a special wish that golf should 
one day be played on this ex- 
ceptionally beautiful coastal spot. 

An interesting sidelight of the 
opening of the Israel’s first golf 
course was the matter of select- 
ing the club pro. 

On a recent trip to England, 
Club Secretary Benjamin, con- 
ducted numerous interviews with 
English and Scottish applicants. 
Then a small miracle occurred. 
Into Benjamin’s Tel Aviv office 
out of the clear blue sky walked 
Charles Mandelstam, a South 
African who had joined the Is- 
rael Navy in 1948. Mandelstam 
had since been a member of a 
moshav, and happened to have 
been an amateur golf champion 
in South Africa, 

There was opposition from 
some quarters, the Jerusalem 
Post reports. An Israeli golf pro? 
Impossible. Besides, not chic. But 
the idea of a Hebrew-speaking, 
level-headed, very understanding 
golf champion who has a way 
of being equally at home with 
diplomats and sabras, was too 
good to miss. 

During the past several weeks, 
Mandelstam has been testing the 
course with members of the 
Greens Committee and giving 
basic instruction to a beginning 
group of some 40 pupils. He is 
also in charge of the Club’s pro 
shop, which sells and rents golf 
equipment. 

Although Israel is not likely to 
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produce an Arnold Palmer in 
the immediate future, Mandel- 
stam said he has some promis- 
ing oupils. 

Tw. problems faced the golf 
course in the beginning. First 
was the growing of grass. The 
first attempt to grow grass failed. 
Like the Desert Inn course in Las 
Vegas, grass was hard to grow 
in the Caesarea area. Amos So- 
vrat, an agronomist at the He- 
brew University’s Agricultural 
College was sent to the United 
States to obtain expert advice 
on growing grass. He returned 
to Israel with effective new 
methods. Seeding, for instance, 
was done practically by hand, for 
the loose sand did not permit 
heavy machinery. 

However, the problem was con- 
quered and the grass on the Caes- 
area golf course is now magnifi- 
cently green and smooth. 

THE SECOND problem was 
overcoming the opposition of Is- 
raelis who felt that the last thing 
the country needed was a golf 
course. For a struggling economy 
to contemplate such a symbol of 
conspicuous consumption was, to 
say the least, inappropriate. 

The answer is very simple, the 
Jerusalem Post said And it is 
a tribute to the far-seeing wis- 
dom of James de Rothschild that 
he envisioned, many many years, 
the day when Israel would be a 
fully developed country. 

Adjoining the golf course, are 
ruins of King Herod’s era anc 
of Crusader times. 


Two Holes-In-One 
In Three Weeks 
PHILADELPHIA (P-O) — 
Robert T. Cutler, chairman 
of the Philadelphia chapter 
of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, had the thrill of a 
lifetime twice in a_ three- 

week period. 

Cutler got two holes-in-one 
in a three-week period. He 
got a second hole-in-one on 
the 10th hole at Ashbourne 
Country Club here when he 
sank a 165-yard drive with 
a 6 iron. Three weeks ago he 
had another 165-yard hole-in- 
one on the 13th at Ash- 
bourne. 

Cutler said: “I guess my 
eyesight improves in the hot 
weather.” 


NEW YORK (P-0) — The 
World Jewish Congress issued a 
report estimating the total num- 
ber of anti-Semitic incidents this 
year at over 2,000 — occuring in 
41 countries. 

The initial smearing of a  Co- 
logne synagogue on Christmas 
eve touched off a world-wide 
spree by teen-age and adult hood- 
lums, drunks, individual anti- 
Semites as well as organized anti- 
Jewish groups who bombed and 
set fire to synagogues, vandalized 
cemeteries and synagogues and 
daubed buildings with swastikas 
and insults against Jews in at 
least 430 places throughout the 
world. 

The epedemic was most wide- 
spread in the U. S. where inci- 
dents were reported from places. 
West Germany captured the run- 
nerup spot with 82 reported cases 
of anti-Semitism. 


THE WORLD Jewish Congress 
listed seven international anti- 
Semitic organizations: 

1) The European New Order, 
headed by Charles Luca of 
France and based largely on the 
French Popular Movement; asso- 
ciated with groups in Germany, 
Italy, Austria and Belgium; 

2) The European Social Move- 
ment, headed by the Swede, Per 
Engdahl, with 50 associated or- 
ganizations in 14 countries and 
probable connections in Arab 
states through the Scandinavian- 
Arab Friendship Union; 

3) The Nordisk Association 





| with headquarters in Sweden; 

4) The Northern League, 
| headed by Roger Pearson of Lon- 
don with contacts in the U. S. as 
well as Europe; 

5) The “action associations” of 
former S. S. men, mostly in Eur- 
ope; 

6) Legion Europa, established 
last year in Vienna with support 
in Western Europe; 

7) The Ku Klux Klan which 
has recently established contacts 
in Argentina, West Germany, 
Britain and Austria. 


THE CONGRESS rePorts that 
Aberg, the notorious Swedish an- 
ti-Semite, has been flooding many 
countries with anti-Jewish mater- 
ial as has Oswald Mosley of 
Britain on a more modest scale. 
Mosley recently held a meeting 
with Skorzeny, the ex-S.S. para- 
trooper, rumored to be one of the

leaders of the neo-Nazi movement 
in West Germany. 

The importance of the seven 
international hate organizations 
should not be overestimated, the 
Jerusalem Post said. Neither 
should the worldwide swastika 
epedemic be blown out of Prd- 
portion. 

It is the belief of the, Antt- 
Defamation League and of sim=- 
ilar organizations that anti-Jewe 
ish feeling is dying down, the 
Jerusalem Post said. “By being 
watchful, by showing the nations 
how senseless and often dangere 
ous to all it is to permit anttfe 
Semitism, they say, the support 
will wither of the remnants of 
the die-hard anti-Semites who 
still demand deeds, not words, to 
free European society from ‘Jews 
ish domination,’” the paper comes 
mented. 

There is no way of knowing 
where or when anti-Semitism 
may flare up, or just what out 
side factors may cause it to do 
so, the Jerusalem Post said. The 
international anti-Semitic organe 
izations may be of little imports 
ance, but they are always thera 
to help fan hatred in certain cone 
ditions, the paper noted, 
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Rabbi Seeks Help 


For Congo Jews 

TEL AVIV (P-O)—The Congo- 
lese people are “sincere friends 
of Israel, full of admiration of 
her achievements and aware of 
her problems,” Rabbi Moshe 
Levy, Chief Rabbi of the Congo 
said here. 

He is currently in Israel for 
eight days of consultations with 
the Jewish Agency on extending 
aid to Congolese Jews impover- 
ished by the recent riots. 

Many young people of Congo 
want to come to Israel “to learn 
from your experience,” Rabbi 
Levy said. “I hope that close ties 
will be established between the 
two countries based on mutual 
respect and mutual trust.” 

Rabbi Levy said that the Pre- 
mier of Katanga, Moise Tshombe, 
had assured him that all persons 
who had suffered property and 
financial losses during the riots 
would be compensated.

Israeli Doctors Volunteer For 
Everywhere But The Negev 


| Editor's Note: Ephraim Kis- 

hon, “Israel’s Mort Saul,” is 
the country’s leading satirist. 
Here he pokes fun at Israel's 
doctors who with all the hu- 
manitarianism in the world 
eagerly volunteer for African 
Posts — Israelis were the only 
doctors in the Congro during 
the riots — but are appalled 
by going to the Negev where 
they are badly needed.

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A JEWISH VOTE? 


DR. EMMANUAL NEUMANN, Zionist bigwig, says 
there is a Jewish vote. He wants this on the record for 
a purpose—-so the political parties will know that refusal 
to recognize Israel’s legitimate aspirations will result in 
penalties at the voting booth. 

Whether there is or isn’t a Jewish vote in the U.S 
will continue to be debated. We believe that there is merit 
to the argument on both sides. 

But the important point involved here #r the out- 
look of U.S. Jews at this time is that Jews not be fright- 
ened by the non-Jewish reaction to the term, Jewish vote 


SINCE MOST Americans favor fair treatment for Is- 
rael—and this can be documented—the concern for con- 
sideration for this new democracy in the Near East is 
not a Jewish one but an American one. 

Since most Americans are for extension of the gov- 
ernment’s activities in the area of the welfare of the 
citizenry—better schools, more roads, more inclusive social 
security, etc., if Jews favor the same thing, this then is 
not a Jewish issue but an American issue. 


SO YOU SEE a good case can be made out for the 
contention that there is no such thing as a Jewish vote 
in the sense of a farm vote, or a Negro vote, etc. 

We concur with Dr. Neumann in the view that Jews 
have a perfect right to vote for the candidate and the 
party which will carry out the program closest to their 
interests. There is no such thing as a disinterested voter 
—and if there is, he probably votes for the party his father 
always voted for, which means he’s not a disinterested 
voter but rather a prejudiced one. 


NEEDED MORE IN U.S. 


THE NEWS THAT West Germany will mount a fuil- 
fledged exhibition of the role of Jews in world culture 
is a matter of satisfaction depending on whether you con- 
sider this a genuine manifestation of German interest ir 
Jews or a publicity stunt. 

Although we’re mostly inclined to scepticism, we'll 
accept the exhibition at face value, and won’t search for 
ulterior motives. 


FOR WE HAVE an idea. This exhibition will be more 
valuable for American Jews than it will be for the German 
populace which will have an opportunity to view it, or for 
that matter, for the Jews of Germany. 

Plans thus far announced show that this is a top-rate 
effort. Collections from the world’s best museums will be 
sought, and a collection of 100 masterpieces including Rem- 
brandt and Chagall, are expected to be on view. Dr. Ka- 
hane, director of antiquities of the Jerusalem museum, wil! 
be a consultant. 


SUCH AN EXHIBITION taken from city to city in 
the U.S. should provide American Jews with an oppor- 
tunity to make acquaintance with a culture they never 
knew existed. Since most American Jews of today will 
not read about their past, but do have an interest in it, 
they will probably flock in large numbers to an exhibi- 
tion which will demonstrate Jewish creativity and cul- 
ture. 

If Gen. Julius Klein is still handling publicity for the 
West German republic, then he can have this suggestion 
free, and if this idea for the exhibition in Germany was 
his, we'll doff our hats to him. 


ZIONIST PROJECT 


THE JEWISH Telegraphic Agency advises that 1,800 
Jewish youths from all parts of the world are spending 
this summer in Israel, studying, working, touring. This 
is part of the program of the World Zionist Organization 
under which the Jewish Agency operates. 

The sponsors have learned that a number of these 
youths when they experience what it means to live as a 
Jew in Israel return to their homes to complete their 
education and then go back to Israel to make their con- 
tribution to this vibrant, vital country which performs 
miracles of rebuilding daily. 


IF AN AMERICAN Zionist organization had chart- 
ered a seagoing vessel and made it possible for college 
youngsters to visit Israel in the thousands during the sum- 
mer at a token fee, Ben-Gurion would be the most elated 
person in the world. 

Israel would benefit. The American Jewish commu- 
nity would benefit. 

Until a Jew has walked the soil of Israel, he can’t 
have but the faintest idea of what King David, or Moses, 
Isaiah or Herzl means to him as an individual. The realiza- 
tion of a great heritage overcomes any Jew who trods 
the land like an all-encompassing wave.

PROBABLY THE most fascinating item 
from the standpoint of a Jewish publisher, 
is the one from the New York Daily Tribune, 


of July 29, 1902. It is headed, “A List of 
Wealthy Jews.” 
This was before the time of the Anti- 


Defamation League of B'nai B'rith and the 
American Jewish ‘Committee, because we can 
see these organizations being galvanized into 
action over such a newspaper item today. The 
logical explanation for this kind of news is 
that 58 years ago, Jews were proud of their 
brethren who rose to success in the business 
world, and very likely no one, not even those 
listed, took exception to the newspaper report 
Here’s the item in full 
“The Jewish World printed today a 
list of Jews who are worth $1,000,000 1

Danger of Neo-Nazism Said Real

I have lived for 25 years in 
Vienna, — I have travelled in 
Germany back and forth on num- 
erous occasions, — I have fol- 
lJowed the stampede of the swa- 
stika through several countries, 
and I have witnessed the behav- 
jor-pattern of once prominent 
Jewish communities during the 
first stages of Nazidom, so I 
know what I am talking about, 
if I say that the Rockwellism of 
1960 is as real as Hitlerism was 
in 1927 when the German author- 
ities were still going through the 
motions of opposing Nazidom. 
Rockwellism is Hitlerism re- 
vived. Conditions on the Ameri- 
ean scene may be different from 
those in prewar Germany. All 
sorts of rabblerousers may, as 
you say, appear briefly or soon 
pass into oblivion, but not 
the obnoxious breed of Nazism, 
unless we Jews who are vitally 
interested in the eradication of 
the Furor Teutonicus, take the 
initiative in arousing American 
public opinion to a permanent 
state of watchfulness and pre- 
paredness so as to make it im. 
possible for the Neo-Nazi frenzy 
to assume Hitlerite proportions. 
WHERE IS the Jew who does 
not remember how the schizo- 
phrenie paperhanger rose to 
power? Ridiculed as a fanatical 
clown (like Rockwell) by the 
German intelligenzia, but sup- 
ported by the temporarily de- 
moted Junker-class he rapidly 


climed the ladder of political suc- 
cess. Spouting vile threats and 
phantastiec promises (a la Rock- 
well) he skillfully exploited so- 
cial conflicts, political rivalries 
for his dark purposes. He en- 
ticed millions to follow him on 
his hunt for the Jew, the age-old 
universal scapgoat that could be 
blamed for all the factual and 
imaginary evils, which the Wei- 
mar Republic had inherited from 
its predecessors. From here on he 
embarked upon wholesale racial 
persecution with swastika — pro- 
cessions and desecrations of syn- 
agogues and cemeteries (a la 
Rockwell), followed up with beat- 
ings, arrests and expropriation 
of Jewish property, and finally 
with concentration camps and 
gas chambers. 

You take a lot of things for 
granted. You maintain that the 
Rockwell rabblerousers have not 
been able to annoy the Jews and 
that American public oPinion has 
not been affected. In view of the 
constant turmoil and repercus- 
sions and deep perturbance with- 
in our communities the first 
part of your assuption is entirely 
wrong, the second part is only 
partially right, but for how long? 
A great number of our fellow 
Jews do not voice their opinions, 
do not express their anxieties 
in public. The hush-up tactics 
of a misguided and misguiding 
leadership are still extremely 
powerful tongue-binders.

effort to commit the Region to 
sponsor Morton Robbins for the 
Presidency. 

AS PRESIDENT of the second 
largest district in New England, 
I and my fellow officers decided 
to invite Max Bressler to the first 
Breakfast after that Resolution 
in order to show Max Bressler 
and the community that New 
England was far from unan- 
imous in behalf of the real candi- 
dacy of Dr. Robbins as National 
President.

to be afraid you are entitled to 
enjoy your peace of mind, but 
the overwhelming majority of 
unsophisticated Jews cannot help 
being annoyed, indignant and 
afraid when they hear the Rock- 
wells lustily preaching publicly 
in our major cities and clandes- 
tinely throughout the country 
the gospel of the gas chambers. 

Thus I humbly accept the re- 
sponsibility for my misdemeanor 
along with your reproach for 
urging and expecting a tremen- 
dous campaign against every 
anti-Semitic agitator, even a 
common frontline manned by 
Jews and non-Jews for the pur- 
pose of nipping in the bud the 
further growth of this pestifer- 
ous boil before it can do irrepar- 
able damage to all of us. Be- 
cause the Jew may be the first 
victim, but the rest will follow 
regardless of race, creed and 
color. I also firmly believe that 
America is not like Germany, 
nor Poland, nor Lithuania, nor 
the Ukraine, in which countries 
the majority of the population 
joined the Teutonic hordes in ex- 
terminating defenseless Jews. 
Americans will join us in our 
fight against the Neo-Nazis but 
we have to sollicit and obtain 
their full cooperation before it 
is too late. 

IN CONCLUSION permit me 
to say a word of caution: Do 
not minimize the 30 followers of 
Rockwell. Hitler did not have 
even that many when he organ- 
ized his first Putsch before

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Israeli Jet Trainer 
Portends New Era 
For Air Industry

The delivery to the Israel Air 
Force of the first Fouga jet as- 
sembied in Israel marks a great 
stride forward by the Israel Air- 
craft Industries (formerly called 
Bedek), one of the country’s most 
bizarre but most successful en- 
terprises. In six years Bedek has 
become one of the largest em- 
ployers of labor in the country: 
in 1954 the firm opened with 70 
employees, two years ago there 
were 1,074, today there are 2,139 
and the expansion is proceeding 
at a formidable tempo. 

On superficial consideration, 
the repair, sale, assembly, manu- 
facture and design of aircraft 
hardly seems to be a suitable 
venture for a small country with 
limited raw materials or indus- 
trial experience. On further an- 
alysis, however, it emerges that 
such an enterprise is ideal for 
Israel. 


THE FIRM is the only one of 
its kind between Europe and 
Japan; Israel’s strategic position 
enables LAI to service planes 
from all parts of Europe, Africa 
and Asia. Apart from its staple 
customers—the Air Force, El Al, 
Arkia —the firm services all for- 
eign airlines touching at Lydda 
and has customers even in highly 
developed countries. It has just 
delivered a second Dakota, com- 
pletely overhauled, to Cambodia. 
In the last three years LAI 
earned $1.5m. from repairs and 
overhauls for foreign firms 
alone; it hopes to increase the 
figure this year. The company 
copes with 14 different types of 
piston planes and 12 types of

THE NEW division for assem- 
bling Fouga jet trainers was 
started two years ago when a 
licence was obtained from Eu- 
rope to sell the plane anywhere 
outside Europe and the French 
territories. This is, of course, the 
first plane to come off an Israel 
production line: except for the 
engines and instruments, all 
parts are of local manufacture, 
The plane will sell at approxi- 
mately $130,000 and is described 
by the local test pilot as ‘very. 
good, an excellent plane.’ In view 
of the high repute of the French 
aircraft industry, it should be 
comparatively easy to find pur- 
chasers. 

EVEN MORE ambitious is the 
plan to sell an Israel designed 
twin-jet passenger plane for cis 
vilian use. Known as an ‘execus 
tive plane’, the B101, as it is 
called, has a range of 1,400 miles 
and is primarily planned for the 
American market. Large manu- 
facturers of planes in the United 
States have not bothered to build 
small jets of this type. LAI has 
been working at it for a year 
and has just completed a full- 
scale ‘mock-up’. If everything 


goes according to plan, the Lydda 
plant should be turning out 60 
planes a year after 1962.

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Broadcast That Fugitive 
Had Jewish Appearance 


Stirs Strong 


Editor’s Note: The British 
Broadcasting Company broad- 
cast a description of an escaped 
convict with the words, “he is 
of Jewish appearance.” Feel- 
ing this was derogatory, a Jew- 
ish member of Parliament, 
Maurice Edelman, protested to 
the Home Secretary, Rab But- 
ler. The exchange of their cor- 
respondence follows: 


May 17, 1960 
Dear Home Secretary: 

On Sunday night the BB.C. 
broadcast a description of an es- 
caped convict of Italian origin, 
with the words, “he is of Jewish 
appearance.” In answer to pro- 
tests the B.B.C. have stated that 
the description was given to them 
by the police. Knowing how de- 
termined you are personally to 
prevent manifestations of racial 
hostility, may I suggest that this 
and similar descriptions are not 
only invalid but produce by the 
association of “Jewish appear- 
ance” and crime that same anti- 
Semitism which you have your- 
self protested against in the past. 

In this particular case the de- 
scription was all the more offen- 
sive because the police knew per- 
fectly well that this man was, 
in fact, of Italian origin. The de- 
scription “Jewish appearance” 
was clearly a projection of the 
describer’s image of a Jew as 
having the general physical char- 
acteristics of this particular con- 
vict, who happened to have a 
hooked nose, thick lips, and cur- 
ly black hair. 

Perhaps I may say in paren- 
these, having just returned from 
Israel, that the term “Jewish ap- 
pearance” could easily signify a 
person 6’ 3” in height, possessing 
fair hair, and blue eyes. 

I recognize that your own re- 
sponsibility is immediately con- | 
cerned with the Metropolitan po- 
lice, but it extends, of course, to| 
the administration of prisons} 
and, therefore, presumably to the 
recapture of escaped convicts. I| 
very much hope that this offen- | 
sive use of the term “Jewish ap- 
pearance” will not be counten- 
anced in future, because ord, 
only is it deeply wounding to)!
